• 2 Aboveground Storage Tanks & 7 fuel oil underground storage tanks removed  

 (with state petroleum remediation grant (PRG) funds) 

• 11 Hydraulic Lifts removed (with state PRG funds) 

• 26,092 tons of petroleum-impacted soil removed 

• 32,979 gallons of petroleum-impacted liquid removed 

• 29 No Further Action letters issued, 2 in process
